mittee to conduct negotiations for a

$137,000,000 
govern­ 
ment power and nitra te project es­ 
tablished in the Tennessee river in 
Alabama d u rin g the war. 
The house already has adopted the 
resolution which was drafted on the 
suggestion of President Coolidge. Its 
adoption by the coalition in th e sen­ 
ate is such a 
foregone 
conclusion 
th at leaders already have discussed 
who should be appointed 
by 
the 
senate to serve on 
the 
committee 
created by the resolution. 
Opposition to the

led by Senator Norris, Nebraska, r e ­

In the medals of Cyrus and Artnx- 
erxes the tips of tittie noses come clear 
out to the rim of the coin; Moham­ 
med’s was so curved that the point 
seemed to be endeavoring to insert it 
self between Ii is lips, and Lavater of­ 
fered to wager hip reputation that lie 
could, blindfolded 
distinguish 
Fred­ 
erick the G reat’s huge nose out of 
10,000 others merely by taking it be­ 
tween his thumb and forefinger. 
As opposed to these, Washington’s 
nose was a true aquiline, Indicative of 
great firmness, patience and heroism ; 
Julius Caesar’s was also of the same 
type, characteristic of patient courage 
and heroic firmness. 
The noses of Shakespeare, Bacon, 
Franklin and Doctor Johnson had wide 
nostrils, betokening strength of thought 
and love of serious meditation, while 
Napoleons was exquisitely chiseled, 
sculpturesque in mold, form and ex­ 
pression. 
Napoleon, indeed is supposed to have 
said: "When I want any good head­ 
work done, I always choose a man, if 
sutable otherwise, with a long nose."

seat 90,000 spectators,

after all the tolls had been paid is not known but there must have been a 
neat profit.

Gasoline and Com 


A bushel of corn will buy tnore gasoline to­ 
day than it would buy twelve years ago. 
How much more? 
Using as authority the latest statistics pub­ 
lished by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the question can be answered 
accurately.
